Th ere is, some- 
times, a self-rededica tio n a nd clea nsing

"Sufficient to th e day ’’ seems to me to be a 
fa irly wo rka ble 
and reasonable ph ilosoph y .

Th e United States Supreme 
Court is, as its name indicates, 
th e top judicial body In th e na­ 
tion. 
As final arbiter of federal 
law It h as also become, In a 
sense, th e supreme legislative 
body in th e nation. 
With a veto on th e constitu­ 
tionality of federal laws and 
state laws touch ing constitu­ 
tional q uestions, it h as ac­ 
q uired a measure of ex ecutive 
supremacy . 
Th is is not because th e men 
wh o comprise th e Supreme 
Court are necessarily th e wis­ 
est men in th e land. It Is 
simply because somewh ere in 
government th ere must be a 
final auth ority — second only 
to th e people. 
In its h istory , it h as been 
both laggard and precipitate in 
relation to th e popular consen­ 
sus on subjects such as states' 
and civil righ ts, censorsh ip, re­ 
ligion, social welfare. 
Nor is th ere any th ing magical 
in th e number nine, th e num­ 
ber of Supreme Court justices. 
It migh t h ave been five or 
15 or any odd number. Custom 
h as long placed th e number at 
nine. 
But wh en Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt sough t in th e 193Cs to en­ 
large th e court, wh ich h ad de­ 
clared one New Deal reform aft­ 
er anoth er unconstitutional— 
to “pack” it, according to h is 
opponents, with more liberal 
judges” h e was widely criticized 
for tampering with a funda­ 
mental institution of th e re­ 
public. 
He sough t to ch ange not a 
law but th e “ attitude** of th e 
court by a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
Eventually , normal death and 
retirement enabled Roosevelt to 
appoint enough new judges for 
th e court to reverse itself. 
Oddly enough , some of th e 
same lawmakers wh o were ap­ 
palled by Roosevelt's impa­ 
tience with th e court today are 
attempting an end run around 
it in th e matter of state legis­ 
lative reapportionment. Th ey 
want Congress to declare and 
establish by congressional fiat 
th at th is is an area th e court 
must sh un. 
Such an act would be effec­ 
tive— constitutional— only if th e 
Supreme Court ch ose to accept 
th is limitation. Clearly th e men 
on th e supreme bench today 
would not. 
Th e court's decisions on state 
reapportionment, particularly 
th e latest one outlawing region­ 
al representation on th e pat­ 
tern of th e U.S. Senate, are of 
vast import to th e wh ole state- 
federal structure of th e country . 
As in Roosevelt's day , it is 
again not a specific law but th e 
“ attitude** of th e court toward 
a fundamental issue th at is in­ 
volved. 
Th e matter is not someth ing 
for state lawmakers to ignore, 
wh eth er th ey sincerely believe 
th e court h as overstepped its 
auth ority or wh eth er th ey are 
merely afraid of losing th eir 
seats.

“All men req uire th at a vi­ 
sion be h eld before th em, an 
ideal toward wh ich th ey may 
strive. 
Th is vision includes 
such enduring values as justice, 
freedom, virtue, beauty

truth . 
“ Democracy demands wis­ 
dom of th e average man . . . 
To know th e best th at h as been 
taugh t and said in former times 
can make us wiser th an we 
oth erwise migh t be, and in th is 
respect th e h umanities are not 
merely ours, but th e world's 
best h ope.*'

So A friend dies . • . 
And the world goes on. 
I stood on Front Street Saturday night and 
watched life and thought about death. It seemed 
so strange. 
In a small and silent place, a man I knew lay 
dead and in other small and silent places 
other men whom you may have known lay 
dead. 
Around them, heedless of them, the world 
moved. People were going to the movies and 
driving the streets and drinking drinks and 
making love and having quarrels and dream­ 
ing dream? and figuring bills and soothing 
pains and plotting crimes and doing all the 
things that people do. 
The world hadn’t changed at all. The world 
was just as it had been. The small gap couldn’t 
even be seen. It was sealed and closed, auto­ 
matically and invisibly. 
And 
that 
was right, of course, that un­ 
doubtedly is the way things should be. But 
for a moment it seemed so strange. Somehow, 
you think, standing there, that all this is 
wrong — that all this should stop, that all 
light should die, that all sound should cease. 
I don't believe I can really explain the sensa­ 
tion, although I think many people have felt it. 
It isn’t so much a grieving for an individual, 
even though it may be an overwhelming griev­ 
ing. It’s more a sort of wonderment at the un- 
ce&selessness of life and the definiteness of 
death. It’s a demonstration of the way things 
are — of the things which have to be accepted. 
It must be no easy task to preach a funeral 
service. I doubt that many ever hear the 
sermon or the ritual. The mourners are deafened 
- by their grief and most of the others of the • 
congregation are thinking of their own eventual 
fate. 
They are gathered in the sight of God and in 
the presence of death to say a goodbye and to 
reflect for 
a moment of the day when good­ 
bye will be said of them. 
There is, I 
dare say, a good bit of salva­ 
tion in a funeral service. There is, some­ 
times, a self-rededication and cleansing that 
could not be worked at an altar of the living. 
It comes, not so much from what is said — 
for often the most conventional and familiar 
of services works the greatest magic — as 
from what is demonstrated. 
A man can never be so utterly alone, so 
completely poor, as at a funeral. He can 
do nothing and he can say nothing — but he 
can see ever so far, he can see ever so 
clearly. There is no mist and no fog and 
even no sun — just a space wide and long. 
A man thinks there. A man gets close to 
himself. And when the music dies and the 
song fades and the perfume of dying flowers 
grows faint, he steps into the light as though 
from a vast cave where, even in the black, a 
r great many things become sharp and clear. 
The accent at a funeral is on death — but 
the moral is of life. The moral, it seems to 
me, is to live as best one can — to improve 
each shining hour and to give no conscious 
thought to the inevitable conclusion. 
“Sufficient to the day’’ seems to me to be a 
fairly workable and reasonable philosophy. 
There is no point and no gain in looking ahead 
too far, and there is no particular need to look 
back — except, perhaps, for an occasional inven­ 
tory, and analysis, a sort of proof - reading 
of one’s record. 
As for those who have gone, those for whom 
there are tears and flowers and songs and 
prayers, it is good to remember, not that 
they are dead, but that they have lived. 
No man can live without writing some record 
in the ageless and imperishable book. It may 
be mean and cruel, or it may be rich and noble, 
but it is there for all time. Death throws a 
momentary light on that record and then etches 
it into permanence. 
But he has lived. That is the precious thing. 
He was. He walked and breathed and worked 
and loved. His name went on the roll. 
We do not know what becomes of men and 
women to whose bodies we say goodbye. Per- 
. haps it is just as well. Perhaps it is good that 
the twin mysteries of life and death shall re­ 
main forever secrets. 
Perhaps it is true what the poet wrote: 
“There is no death — 
“The stars go down 
“To rise upon some other shore; 
“And bright in heaven’s jeweled crown, 
“Thby shine forever more.’’ 
Perhaps. We do not know. 
• We only know that for all who die there is a 
hereafter In our hearts.

The United States Supreme 
Court is, as its name Indicates, 
the top judicial body in the na­ 
tion. 
As final arbiter of federal 
law it has also become, in a 
sense, the supreme legislative 
body in the nation. 
With a veto on the constitu­ 
tionality of federal laws and 
state laws touching constitu­ 
tional questions, it lias ac­ 
quired a measure of executive 
supremacy. 
This is not because the men 
who comprise the Supreme 
Court are necessarily the wis­ 
est men in the land. It Is 
simply because somewhere In 
government there must be a 
final authority — second only 
to the people. 
In its history, It has been 
both laggard and precipitate in 
relation to the popular consen­ 
sus on subjects such as states* 
and civil rights, censorship, re­ 
ligion, social welfare. 
Nor is there any thing magical 
in the number nine, the num­ 
ber of Supreme Court justices. 
It might have been five or 
15 or any odd number. Custom 
has long placed the number at 
nine. 
But when Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt sought in the 193Cs to en­ 
large the court, which had de­ 
clared one New Deal reform aft­ 
er another unconstitutional— 
to “ pack” it, according to his 
opponents, with more liberal 
judges” he was widely criticized 
for tampering with a funda­ 
mental institution of the re­ 
public. 
He sought to change not a 
law but the “ attitude** of the 
court by a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
Eventually, normal death and 
retirement enabled Roosevelt to 
appoint enough new judges for 
the court to reverse Itself. 
Oddly enough, some of the 
same lawmakers who were ap­ 
palled by Roosevelt's Impa­ 
tience with the court today are 
attempting an end run around 
It in the matter of state legis­ 
lative reapportionment. They 
want Congress to declare and 
establish by congressional flat 
that this Is an area the court 
must shun. 
Such an act would be effec­ 
tive—constitutional—only if the 
Supreme Court chose to accept 
this limitation. Clearly the men 
on the supreme bench today 
would not. 
The court’s decisions on state 
reapportionment, particularly 
the latest one outlawing region­ 
al representation on the pat­ 
tern of the U.S. Senate, are of 
vast Import to the whole state- 
federal structure of the country. 
As in Roosevelt's day, it is 
again not a specific law but the 
“ attitude” of the court toward 
a fundamental issue that is in­ 
volved. 
The matter is not something 
for state lawmakers to ignore, 
whether they sincerely believe 
the court has overstepped its 
authority or whether they are 
merely afraid of losing their 
seats. 
It is not something that an 
angry Congress can settle by 
telling 160 years of custom to go 
away.

In commenting upon the seat 
belt law, Colonel Hugh H. Wag­ 
goner, Superintendent of the 
Missouri Highway Patrol said: 
“ The most important item to 
remember about seat belts is 
that they cannot prevent deaths 
and injuries unless they are 
used. Buckling the seat belt 
immediately upon entering the 
car can be a lifesaving habit.” 
Tie Colonel pointed out that 
while passengers in the auto­ 
mobile can fasten the seat belt 
after the car is in motion, it 
is difficult and may even be 
hazardous for the driver to do 
so. If the driver fails to “buck­ 
le up” before starting, he will 
seldom stop to do so after he 
is in motion. 
“ We must also keep in mind,’’ 
Colonel Waggoner said, “ seat 
belts are not intended as acci­ 
dent prevention devices, they 
are intended to prevent injury 
in case an accident cannot be 
avoided. Tiey certainly do not 
reduce the need for careful 
driving.” 
Seat belts help to keep the 
occupants inside a car during 
collisions. 
Accident 
studies 
show that many times the occu­ 
pants are not injured during the 
impact, but are seriously in­ 
jured 
or killed 
after being 
thrown out of the car. 
Seat belts also reduce the force 
of impact inside the car and 
reduce injuries from hitting the

wheel,

In 1950 Congress created the 
National Science Foundation to 
spur the progress of science in 
this country by supporting re­ 
search, offering fellowships, 
improving teaching and school 
facilities and in general aiding 
scholars. 
Largely because of the NSF, 
high school teaching of science 
has been revolutionized 
and 
U.S. scientific resources are at 
high strength. 
Much has happened in that 
decade and a half. Always vital 
to the nation’s defense, with the 
appearance of Russia’s Sputnik 
I in our skies in 1957, science 
became, to the popular mind, 
the magic means whereby the 
United States would regain the 
prestige so abruptly snatched 
from under our noses. 


Most of the billions since then 
have gone to applied technology 
--rocketry -- which may be 
science to the layman, but is 
not what the scientist means by 
the word.

Some weeks ago it issued a 
222-page report urging the es­ 
tablishment of a National Hu­ 
manities Foundation, to do for 
the humanities what the Na­ 
tional Science Foundation has 
done for science with its in­ 
fusion of money, ideas and tal­ 
ent. 
“ Even the most gifted indi­ 
vidual,” stated the commission, 
“ whether 
poet, 
or 
physi­ 
cist, will not realize his full 
poetntial or make his fullest 
contribution to this times unless 
his imagination has been kindled 
by the aspirations and accomp­ 
lishments of those who have 
gone before him . . . 
“ All men require that a vi­ 
sion be held before them, an 
ideal toward which they may 
strive. 
This vision includes 
such enduring values as justice, 
freedom, virtue, beauty 
and 
truth. 
“ Democracy demands wis­ 
dom of the average man . . . 
To know the best that has been 
taught and said in former times 
can make us wiser than we 
otherwise might be, and in this 
respect the humanities are not 
merely ours, but the world's 
best hope.” 
A 
few 
days ago, a bill 
to create a National Humanities 
Foundation was dropped in the 
congressional hopper. It is un-

If these profits were wiped out 
and the sum just named were 
given to the workers, the aver­ 
age worker would receive only 
one-ninth 
more. 
But, if that 
w ere done, the worker would 
soon have no tools to work with 
and no buildings in which to 
work. 
Furtherm ore, 
there 
would be no means of tran s­ 
portation to distribute goods and 
no retail mechanism forgetting 
them into the hands of the peo­ 
ple. 


In other words, industry would 
grind to a halt if the very nar­ 
row margin of profit were wiped 
out. It has already been reduced 


to a dangerously low' point and, 
if labor union p ressu re and gov­ 
ernm ent 
taxation 
forces 
it 
low er, less and less capital will 
then be available for financing 
our industries. That would soon 
force 
us into 
governm ent- 
managed and financed economy 
with the inefficiency, scarcity 
and low standards of living 
that form of economic organ­ 
ization always entails. 
Profit is the very lifeblood of 
a prosperous, self-governing 
society. Tyranny and slavery 
will be the lot of those w'ho r e ­ 
ject the profit system or force 
profits down so low as to dis­ 
courage saving and risk-taJking 
in enterprise. The margin of 
safety is already very slender.

In this space age of satellities

v Medicine, lik e space science, 
■ has its m iracle machines. The 
-electrocardiograph, the X-ray , 
and the flu oroscope in the hands 
of ex perienced practitioners 
hav e sav ed millions of liv es, 
both in diagnosis and treatment. 


Bu t the real m iracles of scien­ 
tific medical instru ments hav e 
giv en the charlatan some new 
ideas for his fak e machines, 
and made it easier for the 
pu blic 
to 
believ e in 
them. 
Older people with chronic di­ 
seases, especially , are v icti­ 
m ized by this ty pe of medical 
swindle. Here are some of the 
common ty pes of fak e medical 
gadgets; 
Diagnostic and Treatment 


Machines. 
Fak e diagnostic machines o f­ 
ten look Impressiv e, with dials, 
flashlnglights, flick ering need­ 
les, 
charts, 
and Impressiv e 
console 
cabinets. Sometimes 
they are deliberately designed 
to look lik e an X-ray machine, 
an 
electrocardiograph, 
or 
some other genu ine scientific 
dev ice. 
Be wary of the practitioner 
who has a machine for dia­ 
gnosing or treating almost any 
k ind of disease simply by tu rn­ 
ing dials and apply ing electri­ 
cal contacts to the body . Su ch 
dev ices are fak es. You r doc­ 
tor’s good ju dgement and ex ­ 
perience is essential to pro­ 
per diagnosis and treatm ent. 
There is no short cu t. 
Radiating Dev ices 
Radio wav es and other forms 
of radiation are still a my stery 
to most of u s. We k now ju st 
enou gh abou t medical X-ray s 
and atomic energy to mak e u s 
gu llible for the swindler with 
a new form of medica “ ray ” . 
The important facts are: A 
home-u se gadget giv ing enou gh 
radiation to hav e any medical 
effect wou ld be v ery dangerou s. 
And if it doesn’t giv e off enou gh 
to hav e an effect, it’s worth­ 
less. Either way the cu stomer 
loses. Effectiv e radiation can 
be safely u sed only by the doc­ 
tor. 
Electricity and Magnetism 
Variou s k inds of fak e machines 
that produ ce electric shock s or 
generate magnetic force hav e 
been promoted for many y ears. 
The horsecollar “ electric belt’’ 
demonstrated 
at 
old - time 
cou nty 
fairs 
was ju st 
as 
“ scientific** as some of the 
more impressiv e-look ing gad­ 
gets in u se today . One of these 
was represented to treat all 
k inds of diseases by means of 
electric cu rrent passed throu gh 
the body . Su ch u ses of electri­ 
city 
are worthless 
for any 
therapeu tic pu rpose. 
Light and Sou nd Machines 
One of the most infamou s and 
spectacu lar fak e dev ices -- the 
Spectrochrome -- was essen­ 
tially a machine for shining 
lights of v ariou s colors onto 
the body . TTiere was a lot of 
hocu s-pocu s and ritu al to mak e 
the process seem v ery my ster­ 
iou s. Another--the Sonu s Film- 
O-Sonic — applied the electric 
cu rrent from tape recordings 
of popu lar mu sic to the su r­ 
face of the body throu gh mois­ 
tened pads. “ Smok e Gets In 
You r Ey es" was claimed to 
cu re 
cancer; 
“ Holiday for 


Strings'* to cure a rthritis. They 
were equa lly wo rthless. 
“ Air Purifiers" a nd Nega tiv e- 
Io n Genera to rs 
Promotion of so-called 
“ a ir 
pu rifiers" for prev enting or 
treating respiratory infections 
and other ty pes of diseases 
is one of today 's most prev alent 
health swindles. Eq u ipment for 
effectiv e 
air 
pu rification is 
av ailable, bu t is far more ex ­ 
pensiv e than the cost of the 
sm all u nits commonly sold in 
retail stores. These sm all u nits 
do not hav e su fficient capacity 
for remov ing the du st and pol­ 
len which may aggrav ate al­ 
lergic conditions su ch as hay 
fev er. No air pu rifier can tru th­ 
fu lly be promoted for treating 
v iral or bacterial diseases su ch 
as colds, influ enza, pneu monia, 
tu bercu losis, etc. 
Vibrating Dev ices 
Thss 
These 
come 
in 
all sizes, 
shapes, and forms su ch as hand 
u nits, 
pillows, 
rolling pins, 
chairs, and ev en m attresses. 
The v ibration 
is 
u su ally 
produ ced by an off-center driv e 
shaft 
geared 
to 
an electric 
motor. Some hav e a heating 
element. 
False claims hav e been made 
for 
the 
effectiv eness of v i­ 
brators 
in 
treating 
a wide 
v ariety of ailments, for redu c­ 
ing weight, for “ recontou ring" 
the figu re, or “ spot redu cing." 
N or 
can 
v ibration 
c u r e 
arthritis, rheu matism, circu la­ 
tory ailments, or nerv ou s con­ 
ditions. 
Dev ices for “ Erasing" Father 
Time’s Track s 
Many of these hav e been tak en 
off the mark et as cru el hoax es. 
One ex ample is the facial stimu ­ 
lator which u ses an electrical 
cu rrent to produ ce mu scle con­ 
tractions. 
T he s e 
m od e ls 
claim ed to improv e face and 
neck by “ erasing" wrink les, 
sagging mu scles, and bags u n­ 
der the ey es. No machine can 
tu rn back the calendar.

The 
electrocardiograph, the X-ray, 
and the fluoroscope in the hands 
of experienced practitioners 
have saved millions of lives, 
both in diagnosis and treatment.

believe in them. 
Older people with chronic di­ 
seases, especially, are victi­ 
mized by this type of medical 
swindle. Here are some of the 
common types of fake medical 
gadgets; 
Diagnostic and Treatment 


Machines. 
Fake diagnostic machines of­ 
ten look Impressive, with dials, 
flashinglights, flickering need­ 
les, 
charts, and Impressive 
console 
cabinets. Sometimes 
they are deliberately designed 
to look like an X-ray machine, 
an 
electrocardiograph, 
or 
some other genuine scientific 
device. 
Be wary of the practitioner 
who has a machine for dia­ 
gnosing or treating almost any 
kind of disease simply by turn­ 
ing dials and applying electri­ 
cal contacts to the body. Such 
devices are fakes. Your doc­ 
tor’s good judgement and ex­ 
perience is essential to pro­ 
per diagnosis and treatment. 
There is no short cut. 
Radiating Devices 
Radio waves and other forms 
of radiation are still a mystery 
to most of us. We know just 
enough about medical X-rays 
and atomic energy’ to make us 
gullible for the swindler with 
a new form of medica “ ray". 
The important facts are: A 
home-use gadget giving enough 
radiation to have any medical 
effect would be very dangerous. 
And if it doesn’t give off enough 
to have an effect, it’s worth­ 
less.

Hie re was a lot oi 
hocus-pocus and ritual to make 
the process seem very myster­ 
ious. Another--the Sonus Film- 
O-Sonic -- applied the electric 
current from tape recordings 
of popular music to the sur­ 
face of the body through mois­ 
tened pads. “ Smoke Gets In 
Your Eyes" was claimed to 
cure 
cancer; 
“ Holiday for 


Strings" to cure arthritis. They 
were equally worthless. 
“ Air Purifiers" and Negatlve- 
Ion Generators 
Promotion of so-called “ air 
purifiers" for preventing or 
treating respiratory infections 
and other types of diseases 
is one of today's most prevalent 
health swindles. Equipment for 
effective 
air 
purification is 
available, but is far more ex­ 
pensive than the cost of the 
small units commonly sold in 
retail stores. Hiese small units 
do not have sufficient capacity 
for removing the dust and pol­ 
len which may aggravate al­ 
lergic conditions such as hay 
fever. No air purifier can truth­ 
fully be promoted for treating 
viral or bacterial diseases such 
as colds, influenza, pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, etc.

Time’s Tracks

occasionally h av ing difficulty 
falling asleep , th e article p oints 
out. 
“ Unfortunately , many of th ose 
on th e rack of insomnia clutch 
frantically for any p romised 
relief,” th e article said. “ Th is 
is esp ecially true of th e m ajor­ 
ity 
of 
th ose suffering from 
ch ronic 
insomnia 
wh ere th e 
sleep lessness is due to causes 
th at are 
described 
as ‘neu­ 
rotic.’ ” 
Not all sleep aids are utterly 
v alueless, th e article continued. 
A few may actually be h elp ful 
wh ere th e insomnia is not too 
sev ere.

Pines Refuse 
To Die 
BISHOP, Calif. AP) — High 
on th e barren up p er slop es of 
th e Wh ite Mountains of central 
California is a grav ey ard of 
twisted th ings th at refuse to die. 
Th ey are bristlecone p ines, 
some more th an 4,000 y ears old 
and believ ed to be th e oldest 
liv ing th ings on earth . 
Th ey look th eir age. 
Some h av e only one branch 
left with a few needles. Th e 
older ones h av e lost all but a 
narrow strip of bark and th eir 
bare trunks h av e been p olish ed 
by centuries of wind and dust 
and sun. 
Th ey look like drift wood, but 
someh ow th ey still liv e, with 
th eir 
gnarled 
roots sucking 
sustenance from soil too p oor 
and dry for all oth er forms of 
life. 
More th an 100 of th ese botani­ 
cal freaks h av e liv ed th rough 40 


centuries and ex p erts believ e 
th ey 're good for anoth er mil- 
lenlum or two. 
In an attemp t to find out just 
h ow long th e bristlecone p ine 
can liv e in its natural env iron­ 
ment, th e U £ . Forest Serv ice 
h as set aside 28,000acres in th e 
Wh ite Mountains 20 miles east 
of h ere between th e 9 ,000- and 
11,000-foot lev els, wh ere 
th e 
annual rainfall seldom ex ceeds 
12 inch es. 
Unlike th e towering 3,500- 
y ear-old sequoia, th e starv ed 
bristlecone seldom reach es 30 
feet in h eigh t. 
It gets its name from its cone, 
much like oth er p ine cones 
ex cep t for a bristle th at ex tends 
from each section of th e waffled 
surface. 
Wh y does it liv e so long? 
Dr. Robert Wrigh t of th e 
Univ ersity of Redlands Biology 
Dep artment, wh o h as made a 
study of th e bristlecone, credits 
a dry climate and little if any 
comp etition in its h ome abov e 
th e timberline for wh at nu­ 
trients can be scrounged from 
th e mountain soil. 
Wet rot kills most trees at a 
comp arativ ely y oung age. Ev en 
th e giant redwoods, h igh ly re­ 
sistant to rot, ev entually top p le 
wh en th ey get so big th eir roots 
can't h old in soft, moist soil. 
Th e scrubby bristlecone in its 
arid climate h as no such p rob­ 
lem. 
Oth er bristlecones h av e been 
found in milder climates in 
mountain country eastward to 
Colorado, Wrigh t say s, but none 
begin to ap p roach th e age of 
th ose in th e Wh ite Mountains.

Beware the slumber mongers. 
“ While millions of Americans 
are tossing and turning in their 
beds, a growing legion of slum­ 
ber mongers are making hay 
peddling pills, powders, drinks, 
and devices designed to wring 
cash from the sleepless,” ac­ 
cording to an article in Today’s 
Health magazine, published by 
the American 
Medical 
As­ 
sociation. 
The problem of sleeplessness 
is genuine 
and serious 
with 
even the best adjusted person 
occasionally having difficulty 
falling asleep, the article points 
out. 
“ Unfortunately, many of those 
on the rack of insomnia clutch 
frantically for any promised 
relief,” the article said. “ This 
is especially true of the major­ 
ity 
of those suffering from 
chronic 
insomnia 
where the 
sleeplessness is due to causes 
that are 
described 
as ‘neu­ 
rotic.’ ” 
Not all sleep aids are utterly 
valueless, the article continued. 
A few may actually be helpful 
where the insomnia Is not too 
severe. 
“ But most of them are of little, 
if any, value in severe chronic 
conditions; 
some of the non­ 
prescription medications may 
be dangerous 
because of a 
human tendency to believe that 
a bigger dose might improve 
the result; and practically all 
but the home remedies cost 
far too much for the purpose.” 
The 
chronic 
insomniac ul­ 
timately will turn to drugs since 
he will probably find no sus­ 
tained relief from homemade 
remedies such as reading a 
dull book or counting sheep, or 
from gadgets which range from 
'ear plugs to stuffed chairs ad­ 
vertised as being able to mas­ 
sage the occupant into a state 
of relaxation. 
“ In this area, that of the 
over-the-counter 
sleep prep­ 
arations, the panacea peddlers 
find their Eldorado,” according 
to the article. 
Such products that may sell at 
a relatively 
low price when 
marketed for one purpose seem 
to leap in cost when packaged 
as a sleep promoter. For exam­ 
ple, 30 pills containing mostly 
aspirin, some antihistamine and 
minute amounts of other seda­ 
tives cost $2. when sold as a 
sedative 
for 
sleeplessness 
while 
another antihistamine- 
aspirin preparation offered for 
relief of hay fever costs only 
about half as much. 
A vastly more effective seda­ 
tive, a prescription drug, fian be 
had for about $1. for 30 tablets, 
the article pointed out. 
Prescribed 
by a physician, 


barbiturates are usually ef­ 
fective in most sleeplessness 
and can be used for prolonged 
periods 
without ill effects un­ 
less the patient suffers from a 
severe personality disturbance, 
it said. 
Over-the -counter 
prepara­ 
tions sold for sedation and re­ 
laxation, to ease tensions, or 
overcome insomnia 
generally 
contain one or more of three 
groups 
of 
drugs--antihista- 
mlnes, hypnotics such as sco­ 
polamine, and sedatives of the 
bromide group, it 
was 
ex­ 
plained. Many also contain a s­ 
pirin, vitamins and other sub­ 
stances not necessarily related 
to sleep. 
With regard to the antihista­ 
mines, drowsiness is only a side 
effect produced by these drugs 
and does not always occur. In 
addition, the 
more 
effective 
antihistamines may not be sold 
without a prescription. Those 
that are sold withou t a pre­ 
scription may be variable in 
effect. 
The AMA Council on Drugs 
has said; “ It is our opinion 
that it would not be a reliable 
remedy for a person suffering 
from insomnia. While certain 
persons do become drowsy when 
taking antihistamine prepara­ 
tions, such effect is not uniform 
and most persons will build up 
a tolerance for the drug.” 
Scopolamine is a toxic sub­ 
stance and can be included in 
non-prescription preparations 
only if the amount is so small 
as to be virtually inactive. Sed­ 
atives of the bromide group are 
generally sold over the counter 
in doses small enough to be 
harm less. However, there h ive 
been reports of serious symp­ 
toms resulting from overdoses 
of bromides 
and scopolamine 
sold in non-prescription pro­ 
ducts.

Bristle cone 
Pines Refuse 
To Die 


BISHOP, Calif. AP) — High 
on the barren upper slopes of 
the White Mountains of central 
California is a graveyard of 
twisted things that refuse to die. 
They are bristlecone pines, 
some more than 4,000 years old 
and believed to be the oldest 
living tilings on earth. 
They look their age. 
Some have only one branch 
left with a few needles. The 
older ones have lost all but a 
narrow strip of bark and their 
bare trunks have been polished 
by centuries of wind and dust 
and sun. 
They look like drift wood, but 
somehow they still live, with 
their 
gnarled 
roots sucking 
sustenance from soil too poor 
and dry for all other forms of 
life. 
More than 100 of these botani­ 
cal freaks have lived through 40 


centuries and experts believe 
they're good for another mil- 
lenlum or two. 


In an attempt to find out just 
how long the bristlecone pine 
can live in its natural environ- 
ment, the U £. Forest Service 
has set aside 28,000 acres in the 
White Mountains 20 miles east 
of here between the 9,000- and 
11,000-foot levels, where 
the 
annual rainfall seldom exceeds 
12 inches. 
Unlike the towering 3,500- 
year-old sequoia, the starved 
bristlecone seldom reaches 30 
feet in height. 
It gets its name from its cone, 
much like other pine cones 
except for a bristle that extends 
from each section of the waffled 
surface. 
Why does it live so long? 
Dr. Robert Wright of the 
University of Redlands Biology 
Department, who has made a 
study of the bristlecone, credits 
a dryr climate and little if any 
competition in its home above 
the timberline for what nu­ 
trients can be scrounged from 
the mountain soil. 
Wet rot kills most trees at a 
comparatively young age. Even 
the giant redwoods, highly re­ 
sistant to rot, eventually topple 
when they get so big their roots 
can’ t hold in soft, moist soil. 
The scrubby bristlecone in its 
arid climate has no such prob­ 
lem. 
Other bristlecones have been 
found in milder climates in 
mountain country eastward to 
Colorado, Wright says, but none 
begin to approach the age of 
those in the White Mountains. 
Somehow, 
just learning to 
live in a virtually impossible 
environment, 
these 
tortured 
forms have found the secret of 
enduring longer than any other 
known kind of life on earth.

WASHINGTON—<NEA>—Survival is very important to 
me personally. 
So when my editor told me not to take any chances in 
Viet Nam—unless the story was worth it—I took the admoni­ 
tion to heart. It was better, I reasoned, to live to write 
mother day. 
My wife was not convinced I was taking no chances when 
she heard that the Viet Cong had bombed room 514 in 
Saigon’s Caravelle Hotel, directly below room 614 where I'd 
staved. 
She was even more dubious about my judgment when she 
t'card I’d gone into a Viet Cong village with a group of 
guerrilla fighters. 
Women are notoriously hard to convince on these matters. 
A few examples will show my extreme caution. 
In the first place, I always wore a tie. The Viet Cong 
couldn't take seriously a man who wears a tie in a war zone. 


THE YOUNG AMERICAN AID OFFICIAL said he’d take 
me out through Viet Cong areas to a rural hamlet. A U.S. 
Army captain wanted to go along. The aid man said, "No, 
you'd be a target and endanger all of us.” Finally, we com­ 
promised. The captain took off his Army fatigue shirt, 
borrowed a checkered red, blue and yellow sport shij-t from 
a friend. 
"You see,” said the AID man, "the Viet Cong don’t fire at 
American civilians In this neighborhood. We suspect they 
want to keep us alive because we bring in food, fertilizer 
and other supplies they hope to take over. But taking along 
a man in army clothes is risky business. They might fire at 
him. miss ana hit us.” 
At Tav Ninh near the Cambodian border I rode around in 
Viet Cong country with an AID man who wore the loudest 
port shirt I've ever seen. ‘‘It helps.” he said. “I haven’t

Political 
Campaign Spot

WASHINGTON (AF) — Per­ 
haps now toe 1964 presidential 
campaign, b umping along with 
little fire and less light, will 
finally gat heatad up. 
The day after hegottoenomi* 
nation Sen. Barry Goldwater 
predicted there*d b e s o m e 
“ b rickb ats flying around all 
ov er the place** in this cam­ 
paign. 
He has b een flinging some at 
President Johnson who has tried 
to ignore most of them b y using 
this tactic: 
Stay ab ov e the strife, av oid 
personalities, talk generalities, 
and don't say anything to antag­ 
onize Repub licans who don't 
like Goldwater and might come 
ov er to his side. 
This has made fora dull cam­ 
paign, although toe tactic is 
understandab le. 
Since Johnson is away ahead 
of Goldwater in the polls, with­ 
out any slam-b anging on his 
part, he can ask: **Why tamper 
with success?** 
‘But the restraint must hav e 
galled him for now he has an­ 
nounced he will campaign all 
ov er the country. 
He told newsmen Monday he 
will discuss issues and not per­ 
sonalities. That resolv e may not 
last long if Goldwater gets 
rougher. 
Goldwater started roughing 
Johnson during toe Repub lican 
conv ention when he called him 
a “ faker** and a “phony.** 
But, as if he had nev er said 
this, a few hours later Gold­ 
water was saying: 
“ I intend to conduct a v igor­ 
ous campaign. It will not b e a 
personal attack. It will b e 
waged on issues solely. 
“ Pv e nev er b eliev ed anyb ody 
enhances their position or their 
b eliefs b y delv ing into rumors 
and gossip ab out toe oppo­ 
nents.** 
But time passed and Gold­ 
water was complaining ab out 
Johnson’s b roadcast to toe na­ 
tion that he had ordered retalia­ 
tion against North Viet Nam for 
attacks on U £ . ships in toe 
Gulf of Tonkin: 
“ I cannot imagine a Repub li­ 
can president warning toe Com­ 
munists in adv ance of an action 
such as that recently taken in 
response to toe attacks on our 
ships. Certainly the element of 
surprise was shattered b y toe 
adv ance warning.** 
He found toult with Johnson’s 
acceptance speech at Atlantic 
City b ecause he “ did not ev en 
mention communism** and with 
his Lab or Day speech b ecause 
he had neglected to mention 
“freedom** as an element of 
Johnson’s “ Great Society.** 
Goldwater 
repeatedly has 
talked of scandal in Washington, 
saying toe White House “ is 
under a dark cloud** with toe 
“ shadow of scandal** tailing 
across It. 
He has referred to Johnson as 
‘•Whitewash Lyndon** and add­ 
ed: “ I want to clean up the 
gov ernment; he wants to clean 
out the Treasury.** 
In toe heart of depressed 
Appalachia Goldwater called 
Johnson’s announced war on 
pov erty a “phony** designed to 
“further selfish political amb i­ 
tions.** 
Up till now it has b een John­ 
son's v ice presidential running 
mate, Sen. Hub ert H. Hum­ 
phrey, who has had to do toe 
in-fighting for toe Democratic 
ticket, either with mockery or 
direct swipes at Goldwater. 
Some Democratic senators, 
like J. W. Fulb right of Arkan­ 
sas, hav e pelted Goldwater,and 
so hav e some Cab inet memb ers 
like Dean Rusk and Rob ert S. 
McNamara,, secretaries of state 
and defense. 
Rusk and McNamara called 
Goldwater 
“ irresponsib le** 
when some of his comments on 
Johnson’s orders to nav al com­ 
manders in toe Tonkin area 
were interpreted as meaning he 
said Johnson told them they 
could use atomic weapons.

heads. One head is 
placed ab out six feet from the 
floor for use b y adults, the 
second head placed ab out two 
feet lower for the children. 
With such a twin installation, a 
lev er is used to direct the flow 
of water to the desired head. 
A shower, toe Bureau points 
out, can only b e as good as the 
piping b ehind i t The diameter 
of toe piping leading to the show­ 
er is v ital to its proper opera­ 
tion. Also important to good 
shower operation, of coarse, is 
adequate water pressure and 
the capacity of toe water heater. 
To b e assured of troub le-free 
performance of all shower 
equipment, homeowners should 
b e sure it is installed only un­ 
der the superv ision of an ex­ 
perienced (dumb ing contractor.

Political 
Campaign Spot

WASHINGTON (AP) — Per- 
haps now the 1964 presidential 
campaign, bumping along with 
litUe fire and less light, will 
finally get heated up. 
The day after hegotthenomi- 
MLtion Sen. Barry Goldwater 
predicted there*d be s o m e 
“brickbats flying around all 
over the place** in this cam­ 
paign. 
He has been flinging some at 
President Johnson who has tried 
to Ignore most of them by using 
this tacUc: 
Stay above the strife, avoid 
personalities, talk generalities, 
and don*t say anything to antag­ 
onize Republicans who don't 
like Goldwater and might come 
over to his side. 
This has made fora dull cam­ 
paign, although the tactic is 
understandable. 
Since Johnson is away ahead 
of Goldwater in the polls, with* 
out any slam-banging on his 
part, he can ask: “ Why tamper 
with success?** 
'But the restraint must have 
galled him tor now he has an­ 
nounced he will campaign all 
over the country. 
He told newsmen Monday he 
will discuss Issues and notper- 
sonaliUes. 'niat resolve may not 
last 
long if Goldwater gets 
rougher. 
Goldwater started roughing 
Johnson during die Republican 
convention when he called him 
a “ faker** and a **phony.** 
But, as if he had never said 
this, a few hours later Gold> 
water was saying: 
MI intend to conduct a vigor­ 
ous campaign. It will not be a 
personal attack. It will be 
waged on issues solely. 
MFve never believed anybody 
enhances their position or their 
beliefs by delving into rumors 
and gossip about die oppo­ 
nents.** 
But time passed and Gold­ 
water was complaining about 
Johnson's broadcast to the na­ 
tion that he had ordered retalia­ 
tion against North Viet Nam for 
attacks on U £. ships in die 
Gulf of Tonkin: 
MI cannot Imagine a Republi­ 
can president warning the Com­ 
munists in advance of an action 
such as that recently taken In 
response to die attacks on our 
ships. Certainly the element of 
surprise was shattered by the 
advance warning.** 
He found fault with Johnson's 
acceptance speech at Atlantic 
City because he “ did not even 
mention communism** and with 
his Labor Day speech because 
he had neglected to mention 
“ freedom** as an element of 
Johnson's “ GreatSociety.** 
Goldwater 
repeatedly 
has 
talked of scandal in Washington, 
saying the White House “ is 
under a dark cloud** with die 
“ shadow of scandal** falling 
across it. 
He has referred to Johnson as 
‘‘Whitewash Lyndon** and add­ 
ed: “ I want to clean up the 
government; he wants to clean 
out the Treasury.** 
In the heart of depressed 
Appalachia Goldvater called 
Johnson's announced war on 
poverty a “ phony** designed to 
“ further selfish political ambi­ 
tions." 
Up till now it has been John­ 
son's vice presidential running 
mate, Sen. Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, who has had to do the 
in-fighUng for the Democratic 
ticket, either with mockery or 
direct swipes at Goldwater. 
Some Democratic senators, 
like J. W. Fulbright of Arkan­ 
sas, have pelted Goldwater,and 
so have some Cabinet members 
like Dean Rusk and Robert S. 
McNamara,, secretaries of state 
and defense. 
Rusk and McNamara called 
Goldwater 
“ irresponsible'* 
when some of his comments on 
Johnson's orders to naval com­ 
manders in the Tonkin area 
were interpreted as meaning he 
said Johnson told them they 
could use atomic weapons. 
It was in this same instance 
that Johnson made perhaps his 
severest public criticism of 
Goldwater.

Modern shower heads, says 
the Plumbing-Heating-Cooling 
Information Bureau, offer sev­ 
eral advantages over the older 
models. 
Among the new de­ 
velopments are self-draining, 
self - cleaning and multi-spray 
features. They require 
less 
water, do a better Job of con­ 
centrating the stream of water 
on the bather, and are easier 
to clean. With reasonable care, 
in fact, a shower head is virt­ 
ually non-clogging. 
Most new shower heads fea­ 
ture a choice of sprays, and 
can be adjusted from a fine, 
stimulating needle spray to a 
coarse, drenching stream. 
An idea growing in popularity 
these days is the use of twin 
shower 
heads. One head Is 
placed about six feet from the 
floor for use by adults, the 
second head placed about two 
feet lower for the children. 
With such a twin installation, a 
lever Is used to direct the flow 
of water to the desired head. 
A shower, the Bureau points 
out, can only be as good as the 
piping behind It. The diameter 
of the piping leading to the show­ 
er Is vital to Its proper opera­ 
tion. Also important to good 
shower operation, of course, Is 
adequate water pressure and 
the capacity of the water heater. 
To be assured of trouble-free 
performance 
of all shower 
equipment, homeowners should 
be sure It Is installed only un­ 
der the supervision of an ex­ 
perienced plumbing contractor.

“ Missouri's portion of Inter­ 
state 55 generally will parallel 
the Mississippi River from St. 
Louis south to the Arkansas 
line. Also, it will follow near 
the location of present U. S. 
Route 61 and, In a few places, 
will replace that highway. 
“ The total length of Interstate 
55 In Missouri will be about 
210 miles. 


“ Here Is the present status 
of the route: 
“ Twenty-four miles are com­ 
pleted to full Interstate stan­ 
dards, with all but a very small 
portion of this being open to 
traffic.

So A friend dies . . . 
And the world goes on. 
I stood on Front Street Saturday night and 
watched life and thought about death. It seemed 
so strange. 
In a small and silent place, a man I knew lay 
dead and in other small and silent places 
other men whom you may have known lay 
dead. 
Around them, heedless of them, the world 
moved. People were going to the movies and 
driving the streets and drinking drinks and 
making love and having quarrels and dream­ 
ing dreams and figuring bills and soothing 
pains and plotting crimes and doing all the 
things that people do. 
The world hadn't changed at all. The world 
was just as it had been. The small gap couldn't 
even be seen. It was sealed and closed, auto­ 
matically and invisibly. 
And 
that 
was right, of course, that un­ 
doubtedly is the way things should be. But 
for a moment it seemed so strange. Somehow, 
you think, standing there, that all this is 
wrong — that all this should stop, that all 
light should die, that all sound should cease. 
I don't believe I can really explain the sensa­ 
tion, although I think many people have felt it. 
It isn't so much a grieving for an individual, 
even though it may be an overwhelming griev­ 
ing. It's more a sort of wonderment at the un- 
ceaselessness of life and the definiteness of 
death. It's a demonstration of the way things 
are — of the things which have to be accepted. 


It must be no easy task to preach a funeral 
service. I doubt that many ever hear the 
sermon or the ritual. The mourners are deafened 
- hy their grief and most of the others of the - 
congregation are thinking of their own eventual 
fate. 
They are gathered in the sight of God and in 
the presence of death to say a goodbye and to 
reflect for 
a moment of the day when good­ 
bye will be said of them. 
There is, I 
dare say, a good bit of salva­ 
tion in a funeral service. There is, some­ 
tim es, a self-rededication and cleansing that 
could not be worked at an altar of the living. 
It comes, not so much from what is said — 
for often the most conventional and familiar 
of services works the greatest magic — as 
from what is demonstrated. 
A man can never be so utterly alone, so 
completely poor, as at a funeral. He can 
do nothing and he can say nothing — but he 
can see ever so far, he can see ever so 
clearly. There is no rn:st and no fog and 
even no sun — just a space wide and long. 
A man thinks there. A man gets close to 
himself. And when the music dies and the 
song fades and the perfume of dying flowers 
grows faint, he steps into the light as though 
from a vast cave where, even in the black, a 
great many things become sharp and clear. 
The accent at a funeral is on death — but 
the moral is of life. The moral, it seems to 
me, is to live as best one can — to improve 
each shining hour and to give no conscious 
thought to the inevitable conclusion. 
‘'Sufficient to the day" seems to me to be a 
fairly workable and reasonable philosophy. 
There is no point and no gain in looking ahead 
too far, and there is no particular need to look 
back — except, perhaps, for an occasional inven­ 
tory, and analysis, a sort of proof - reading 
of one's record. 
As for those who have gone, those for whom 
there are tears and flowers and songs and 
prayers, it is good to rem ember, not that 
they are dead, but that they have lived. 
No man can live without writing some record 
in the ageless and imperishable book. It may 
be mean and cruel, or it may be rich and noble, 
but it is there for all time. Death throws a 
momentary light on that record and then etches 
it into permanence. 
But he has lived. That is the precious thing. 
He was. He walked and breathed and worked 
and loved. His name went on the roll. 
We do not know what becomes of men and 
women to whose bodies we say goodbye. Per­ 
haps it is just as well. Perhaps it is good that 
the twin m ysteries of life and death shall re­ 
main forever secrets. 
Perhaps it is true what the poet wrote: 
"There is no death — 
"The stars go down 
"To rise upon some other shore; 
"And bright in heaven's jeweled crown, 
"They shine forever m ore." 
Perhaps. We do not know. 
We only know that for all who die there is a 
hereafter in our hearts.

The United States Supreme 
Court Is, as its name Indicates, 
the top Judicial body In the na­ 
tion. 
As final arbiter of federal 
law it has also become, In a 
sense, the supreme legislative 
body In the nation. 
With a veto on the constitu­ 
tionality 
of federal laws and 
state laws touching constitu­ 
tional questions, It has ac­ 
quired a measure of executive 
supremacy. 
This is not because the men 
who 
comprise 
the 
Supreme 
Court are necessarily the wis­ 
est men In the land. It Is 
simply because somewhere In 
government there must be a 
final authority — second only 
to the people. 
In Its history, It has been 
both laggard and precipitate In 
relation to the popular consen­ 
sus on subjects such as states’ 
and civil rights, censorship, re ­ 
ligion, social welfare. 
Nor is there anything magical 
In the number nine, the num­ 
ber of Supreme Court Justices. 
It might have been five or 
15 or any odd number. Custom 
has long placed the number at 
nine. 
But when Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt sought In the 193Cs to en­ 
large the court, which had de­ 
clared one New Deal reform aft­ 
e r another unconstitutional— 
to "pack" it, according to his 
opponents, with more liberal 
judges’’he was widely criticized 
for tampering with a funda­ 
mental Institution of the re ­ 
public. 
He sought to change not a 
law but the "attitude" of the 
court by a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
Eventually, normal death and 
retirem ent enabled Roosevelt to 
appoint enough new judges for 
the court to reverse itself. 
Oddly enough, some of the 
same lawmakers who were ap­ 
palled by Roosevelt’s Impa­ 
tience with the court today are 
attempting an end run around 
it in the m atter of state legis­ 
lative reapportionment. They 
want Congress to declare and 
establish by congressional flat 
that this is an area the court 
must shun. 
Such an act would be effec­ 
tive—constitutional--only lf the 
Supreme Court chose to accept 
this limitation. Clearly the men 
on the supreme bench today 
would not. 
The court’s decisions on state 
reapportionment, 
particularly 
the latest one outlawing region­ 
al representation on the pat­ 
tern of the U.S. Senate, are of 
vast Import to the whole state- 
federal structure of the country. 
As In Roosevelt's day, it is 
again not a specific law but the 
"attitude" of the court toward 
a fundamental issue that is In­ 
volved. 
The matter is not something 
for state lawmakers to Ignore, 
whether they sincerely believe 
the court has overstepped its 
authority or whether they are 
merely afraid of losing their 
seats. 
It Is not something that an 
angry Congress can settle by 
telling 160 years of custom to go 
away.

"The most important item to 
rem em ber about seat belts is 
that they cannot prevent deaths 
and injuries unless they are 
used. 
Buckling the seat belt 
immediately upon entering the 
car can be a lifesaving habit.’’ 
The Colonel pointed out that 
while passengers in the auto­ 
mobile can fasten the seat belt 
after the car is in motion, it 
is difficult and may even be 
hazardous for the driver to do 
so. If the driver fails to "buck­ 
le up” before starting, he will 
seldom stop to do so after he 
is in motion. 
"We must also keep in mind,” 
Colonel Waggoner said, "seat 
belts are not intended as acci­ 
dent prevention devices, they 
are intended to prevent injury 
in case an accident cannot be 
avoided. They certainly do not 
reduce the need for careful 
driving.” 
Seat belts help to keep the 
occupants inside a car during 
collisions. 
Accident 
studies 
show that many times the occu­ 
pants are not injured during the 
impact, but are seriously in­

or killed 
after being 
thrown out of the car. 
Seat belts also reduce the force 
of impact inside the car and

But millions of dollars have 
gone to basic research, to mo­ 
dernize equipment and facili­ 
ties, to strengthen the broad 
base of American science. 
In the rush to support science, 
something called the humanities 
— the study of history, art, 
literature, 
philosophy — got 
swept 
aside. 
A few voices, 
among them those of scientists, 
protested against this. 
In 1963, a Commission on the 
Humanities was formed by the 
American Council of Learned 
Societies, 
the 
Council 
of 
Graduate Scholars in the United 
States and the United Chapters 
of Phi Beta Kappa. 
Some weeks ago it issued a 
222-page report urging the e s­ 
tablishment of a National Hu­ 
manities Foundation, to do for 
the humanities what the Na­ 
tional Science Foundation has 
done for science with Its in­ 
fusion of money, Ideas and tal­ 
ent. 
“ Even the most gifted indi­ 
vidual," stated the commission, 
"whether 
poet, 
or 
physi­ 
cist, will not realize his full 
poetntial or make his fullest 
contribution to this times unless 
his Imagination has been kindled 
by the aspirations and accomp­ 
lishments 
of those who have 
gone before him . . . 
"All men require that a vi­ 
sion be held before them, an 
ideal 
toward which they may 
strive. 
This 
vision includes 
such enduring values as justice, 
freedom, virtue, beauty 
and 
truth. 


"Democracy 
demands wis­ 
dom of the average man . . . 
To know the best that has been 
taught and said in form er times 
can make us wiser than we 
otherwise might be, and in this 
respect the humanities are not 
merely ours, but the world's 
best hope." 
A 
few 
days 
ago, 
a bill 
to create a National Humanities 
Foundation was dropped in the 
congressional hopper. It is un­ 


likely thet much action will be 
taken on It In these waning days 
of the 88th Congress. It Is cer­ 
tainly not something that should 
be rushed through in the hectic 
last hours before adjournment. 
The humanities bill Is now a 
m atter of record. It should be 
reintroduced early in the 89th 
Congress next year to allow It 
the hill and complete hearing 
It deserves.

Washington —No

sounded off against corruption 
with more righteous wrath than 
has Congressman William Mil­ 
ler, the Republican vice presi­ 
dential nominee. He has also 
joined 30 fellow House Repub­ 
licans in demanding a probe of 
House irregularities. 
Though he probably had other 
m iscreants in mind, he could 
start the crackdown by submit­ 
ting his own activities for in­ 
vestigation. This column would 
be 
delighted to suggest wit­ 
nesses 
who 
should 
testify 
and documents that should be 
subpoenaed. 
Miller might start off by ex­ 
plaining his part-time function 
as a director of the Lockport 
Felt Company. What part did 
he play, for example, in setting 
the company's pricing policies, 
which have now become involved 
in federal price-fixing charges? 
Miller has also been accused 
of seeking Mississippi 
ex- 
Congressman 
Frank

Some of these were 
not only inadequate, but c a r­ 
ried a bad connotation as well. 
Who, for exam ple, would want 
to have heat that’s “ all wet?” 
Because of this confusion, it 
was decided to call a meeting 
of industry “ idea men” to come 
up with a better term . They met 
in the sum m er of 1957 and 
unanimously decided upon “ hy­ 
dronics” as the best candidate. 
Though tile word is relatively 
new, already it is accepted and 
understood widely, and regard­ 
less o f the name, the heating 
method Involved has been pop­ 
ular, and growing, for a good 
many years. In fact, hydronic 
heating sales have gained na­ 
tionally five percent a year 
for the past five years. 
So— 
though you man not have re a l­ 
ized it — 
if your home is 
equipped with boiler-supplied 
rad iato rs, baseboards or rad ­ 
iant panels, your home is being 
heated hydronically. How about 
that, heating fans? 


MECHANICAL QUACKERY 
In this space age of sa tellite s 
and rocket ships it is easy to 
believe that a machine can do 
. anything -- if one can find the 
right machine. 
Medicine, like space science, 
has its miracle machines. The 
-electrocardiograph, the X-ray, 
and the fluoroscope in the hands 
of 
experienced 
practitioners 
have saved millions of lives, 
both in diagnosis and treatment. 


But the real m iracles of scien­ 
tific medical instruments have 
given the charlatan some new 
ideas for his fake machines, 
and 
made it easier for the 
public 
to 
believe in 
them. 
Older people with chronic di­ 
seases, especially, are victi­ 
mized by this type of medical 
swindle. Here are some of the 
common types of fake medical 
gadgets; 
Diagnostic and Treatment 


Machines. 
Fake diagnostic m achines of­ 
ten look Im pressive, with dials, 
flashlnglights, flickering need­ 
les, 
charts, 
and im pressive 
console 
cabinets. 
Sometimes 
they 
are deliberately designed 
to look like an X -ray machine, 
an 
electrocardiograph, 
or 
some other genuine scientific 
device. 
Be wary of the practitioner 
who has a machine for dia­ 
gnosing or treating almost any 
kind of disease simply by turn­ 
ing dials and applying electri­ 
cal contacts to the body. Such 
devices are fakes. Your doc­ 
to r’s good judgement and ex­ 
perience Is essential to pro­ 
p er diagnosis and treatment. 
There is no short cut. 
Radiating Devices 
Radio waves and other forms 
of radiation are still a mystery 
to most of us. We know Just 
enough about medical X-rays 
and atomic energy to make us 
gullible for the swindler with 
a new form of medlca “ ray” . 
The 
important facts are: A 
home-use gadget giving enough 
radiation to have any medical 
effect would be very dangerous. 
And if it doesn’t give off enough 
to have an effect, i f s worth­ 
less. Father way the customer 
loses. Effective radiation can 
be safely used only by the doc­ 
tor. 
Electricity and Magnetism 
Various kinds of fake machines 
that produce electric shocks or 
generate magnetic force have 
been promoted for many years. 
The horsecollar “ electric belt” 
demonstrated 
at 
old - time 
county 
fairs 
was just 
as 
“ scientific” 
as 
some of the 
more impressive-looking gad­ 
gets in use today. One of these 
was represented to treat all 
kinds of diseases by means of 
electric current passed through 
the body. Such uses of electri­ 
city 
are worthless 
for any 
therapeutic purpose. 
Light and Sound Machines 
One of the most infamous and 
spectacular fake devices -- the 
Spectrochrome -- was essen­ 
tially a 
machine for shining 
lights of various colors onto 
the body. There was a lot of 
hocus-pocus and ritual to make 
the process seem very myster­ 
ious. Another--the Sonus Film- 
O-Sonic -- applied the electric 
current from tape recordings 
of popular music to the su r­ 
face of the body through mois­ 
tened pads. 
“ Smoke Gets In 
Your 
Eyes” 
was claimed to 
cure 
cancer; 
“ Holiday for 


S trings” to cure arthritis. They 
w ere equally worthless. 
“ Air P u rifie rs” and Negative- 
Ion G enerators 
Promotion of so-called “ air 
p u rifiers” 
for preventing or 
treating respiratory Infections 
and other types of diseases 
is one of today’s most prevalent 
health swindles. Equipment for 
effective 
air 
purification is 
available, but is far more ex­ 
pensive than the cost of the 
small units commonly sold In 
retail stores. These small units 
do not have sufficient capacity 
for removing the dust and pol­ 
len which may aggravate al­ 
lergic conditions such as hay 
fever. No air purifier can truth­ 
fully be promoted for treating 
viral or bacterial diseases such 
as colds, Influenza, pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, etc. 
Vibrating Devices 
Th ss 
These 
come 
in 
all sizes, 
shapes, and forms such as hand 
units, 
pillows, 
rolling pins, 
chairs, and even mattresses. 
The vibration 
is 
usually 
produced by an off-center drive 
shaft 
geared 
to 
an electric 
motor. 
Some have a heating 
element. 
False claims have been made 
for 
the 
effectiveness 
of vi­ 
b rators 
in 
treating 
a wide 
variety of ailments, for reduc­ 
ing weight, for “ recontourlng” 
the figure, or “ spot reducing.” 
N o r 
c a n 
vibration 
c u r e 
arth ritis, rheum atism ,circula­ 
tory ailments, or nervous con­ 
ditions. 
Devices for “ Erasing” Father 
Tim e’s Tracks 
Many of these have been taken 
off the market as cruel hoaxes. 
One example is the facial stimu­ 
lator which uses an electrical 
current to produce muscle con­ 
tractions. 
T h e s e 
m o d e l s 
claim ed to improve face and 
neck 
by “ erasing” wrinkles, 
sagging muscles, and bags un­ 
der the eyes. No machine can 
turn back the calendar.

"While millions of Americans 
are tossing and turning in their 
beds, a growing legion of slum­ 
ber mongers are making hay 
peddling pills, p o w d ers,drinks, 
and devices designed to wring 
cash from the sleepless,” ac­ 
cording to an article in Today’s 
Health magazine, published by 
the American 
Medical 
As­ 
sociation. 
The problem of sleeplessness 
is genuine 
and serious 
with 
even the best adjusted person 
occasionally having difficulty 
falling asleep, the articlepoints 
out. 
"Unfortunately, many of those 
on the rack of insomnia clutch 
frantically for 
any promised 
relief,” the article said. "This 
is especially true of the major­ 
ity 
of 
those 
suffering from 
chronic 
insomnia 
where the 
sleeplessness is due to causes 
that are 
described 
as ‘neu­ 
rotic.’ ” 
Not all sleep aids are utterly 
valueless, the article continued. 
A few may actually be helpful 
where the insomnia is not too 
severe. 
"But most of them areof little, 
if any, value in severe chronic 
conditions; 
some 
of the non­ 
prescription medications may 
be dangerous 
because of a 
human tendency to believe that 
a bigger dose might improve 
the result; and practically all 
but the home remedies cost 
far too much for the purpose.” 
The 
chronic 
insomniac ul­ 
timately will turn to drugs since 
he will probably find no sus­ 
tained relief from homemade 
remedies such 
as reading a 
dull book or counting sheep, or 
from gadgets which range from 
’ear plugs to stuffed chairs ad­ 
vertised as being able to mas­ 
sage the occupant into a state 
of relaxation. 
"In this area, that of the 
over-the-counter 
sleep prep­ 
arations, the panacea peddlers 
rind their Eldorado,” according 
to the article. 
Such products that may sell at 
a relatively 
low 
price when 
marketed for one purpose seem 
to leap in cost when packaged 
as a sleep promoter. For exam­ 
ple, 30 pills containing mostly 
aspirin, some antihistamine and 
minute amounts of other seda­ 
tives cost $2. when sold as a 
sedative 
for 
sleeplessness 
while 
another 
antihistamine- 
aspirin preparation offered for 
relief of hay fever costs only 
about half as much. 
A vastly more effective seda­ 
tive, a prescription drug* can bp 
had for about $1. for 30 tablets, 
the article pointed out.

mines, hypnotics such as sco­ 
polamine, and sedatives of the 
bromide group, it 
was 
ex­ 
plained. Many also contain a s ­ 
pirin, vitamins and other sub­ 
stances not necessarily related 
to sleep. 
With regard to the antihista­ 
mines, drowsiness is only a side 
effect produced by these drugs 
and does not always occur. In 
addition, the 
more 
effective 
antihistamines may not be sold 
without a prescription. Those 
that are sold withou t a pre­ 
scription may be variable in 
effect. 
The AMA Council on Drugs 
has 
said: “ It Is our opinion 
that it would not be a reliable 
remedy for a person suffering 
from insomnia. While certain 
person s do become drow sy when 
taking antihistamine prepara­ 
tions, such effect is not uniform 
and most persons will build up 
a tolerance* for the drug.” 
Scopolamine is a toxic sub­ 
stance and can be included tn 
non-pre script ion preparations 
only if the amount is so small 
a s to be virtually inactive. Sed­ 
atives of the bromide group are 
generally sold over the counter 
in doses small enough to be 
harm less. However, there ti ive 
been reports of serious ;ymp- 
tom s resulting from overdoses

Bristlecone 
Pines Refuse 
To Die 


BISHOP, Calif. AP) — High 
on the barren upper slopes of 
die White Mountains of central 
California 
is a graveyard of 
twisted things that refuse to die. 
They are bristlecone pines, 
some more than 4,000yearsold 
and believed to be the oldest 
living tilings on earth. 
They look their age. 
Some have only one branch 
left with a few needles. The 
older ones have lost all but a 
narrow strip of bark and their 
lure trunks have been polished 
by centuries ot wind and dust 
and sun. 
They look like drift wood, but 
somehow they still live, with 
their 
gnarled 
roots 
sucking 
sustenance from soil too poor 
and dry for all other forms of 
life. 
More than I OO of these botani­ 
cal freaks have lived through 40 


centuries and experts believe 
they're good for another mil- 
lenin rn or two. 
In an attempt to find out just 
how long the bristlecone pine 
can live in its natural environ­ 
ment, the U ^ . Forest Service 
has set aside 28,000acres in the 
White Mountains 20 miles east 
of here between the 9,000* and 
11,000-foot levels, where 
the 
annual rainfall seldom exceeds 
12 Inches. 
Unlike the towering 3,500* 
year-old sequoia, the starved 
bristlecone seldom reaches 30 
feet in height. 
It gets its name from its cone, 
much like other pine cones 
except for a bristle that extends 
from each section of the waffled 
surface. 
Why does it live so long? 
Dr. Robert Wright of the 
University of Redlands Biology 
Department, who has made a 
study of the bristlecone, credits 
a dry climate and little if any 
competition in its home above 
the timberline for what nu­ 
trients can be scrounged from 
die mountain soil. 
Wet rot kills most trees at a 
comparatively young age. Fven 
the giant redwoods, highly re­ 
sistant to rot, eventually topple 
when Uiey get so big their roots 
can't hold in soft, moist soil. 
The scrubby bristlecone in its 
arid climate has no such prob­ 
lem. 
Other bristlecones have been 
found in 
milder climates in 
mountain country eastward to 
Colorado, Wright says, but none 
begin to approach die age of 
those in the White Mountains. 
Somehow, 
just learning to 
live in a virtually impossible 
environment, 
these 
tortured 
forms have found the secret of 
enduring longer than any other 
known kind of life on earth.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Per­ 
haps now the 1964 presidential 
campaign, bumping along with 
little fire and less light, will 
finally get heated up, 
The day after he got the nomi­ 
nation Sen. Barry Coldwater 
{Vedicted there*d be s o m e 
"brickbats flying around all 
over the place" in this cam­ 
paign. 
He has been flinging some at 
President Johnson who has tried 
to Ignore most of them by using 
this tactic: 
Stay above the strife, avoid 
personalities, talk generalities, 
and don't say anything to antag­ 
onize Republicans who don’t 
like Coldwater and might come 
over to his side. 
This has made fora dull cam­ 
paign, although the tactic Is 
understandable. 
Since Johnson is away ahead 
of Coldwater in the polls, with­ 
out any slam-banging on his 
;»art, he can ask: "Why tam per 
with success?" 
But the restraint must have 
galled him for now he has an­ 
nounced he will campaign all 
over the country. 
He told newsmen Monday he 
will discuss issues and not per­ 
sonalities. That resolve may not 
last 
long if Coldwater gets 
rougher. 
Coldwater started roughing 
Johnson during the Republican 
convention when he called him 
a "fa k e r" and a "phony." 
But, as if he had never said 
this, a few hours later Cold­ 
w ater was saying: 
"I intend to conduct a vigor­ 
ous campaign. It will not be a 
personal 
attack. 
It 
will be 
waged on issues solely. 
"F v e never believed anybody 
enhances their position or their 
beliefs by delving into rumors 
and 
gossip about the oppo­ 
nents." 
But time passed and Cold­ 
water was complaining about 
Johnson's broadcast to the na­ 
tion that he had ordered retalia­ 
tion against North Viet Nam for 
attacks on UJ>. ships in the 
Gulf of Tonkin: 
"I cannot imagine a Republi­ 
can president warning the Com­ 
munists in advance of an action 
such as that recently taken in 
response to the attacks on our 
ships. Certainly the element of 
surprise was shattered by the 
advance warning." 
He found bult with Johnson's 
acceptance speech at Atlantic 
City because he "did not even 
mention communism" and with 
his Labor Day speech because 
he had neglected to mention 
"freedom" as an element of 
Johnson's "GreatSociety." 
Coldwater 
repeatedly 
has 
talked of scandal in Washington, 
saying the White House " is 
under a dark cloud" with the 
"shadow of scandal" falling 
across it. 
He has referred to Johnson as 
"Whitewash Lyndon" and add­ 
ed: " I want to clean iv the 
government; he wants to clean 
out the Treasury." 
In the heart of depressed 
Appalachia 
Coldwater 
called 
Johnson's announced war on 
poverty a "phony" designed to 
"further selfish political ambi­ 
tions." 
Up till now it has been John­ 
son's vice presidential running 
mate, Sen. Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, who has had to do the 
in-fighting for the Democratic 
ticket, either with mockery or 
direct swipes at Coldwater. 
Some 
Democratic senators, 
like J . W. Fulbright of Arkan­ 
sas, have pelted Coldwater, and 
so have some Cabinet members 
like Dean Rusk and Robert S. 
McNamara, secretaries of state 
and defense. 
Rusk and McNamara called 
Coldwater 
"irresponsible" 
when some of his comments on 
Johnson's orders to naval com­ 
manders in the Tonkin area 
were interpreted as meaning he 
said Johnson told them they 
could use atomic weapons. 
It was in this same instance 
that Johnson made perhaps his 
severest public criticism of 
Coldwater. 
He accused him of making 
"loose 
charges 
without any 
shadow of justification," there­ 
by "doing disservice to our 
national security and disservice 
to peace and, for that m atter, a

to clean. With reasonable care, 
in fact, a shower head is virt­ 
ually non-clogging. 
Most new shower heads fea­ 
ture a choice of sprays, and 
can be adjusted from a fine, 
stimulating needle spray to a 
coarse, drenching stream. 
An idea growing in popularity 
these days is the use of twin 
shower 
heads. One head is 
placed about six feet from the 
floor for use by adults, the 
second head placed about two 
feet lower for the children. 
With such a twin installation, a 
lever is used to direct the flow 
of water to the desired head. 
A shower, the Bureau points 
out, can only be as good as the 
piping behind it. The diameter 
of the piping leading to the show­ 
er is vital to its proper opera­ 
tion. Also important to good 
shower operation, of course, is 
adequate water pressure and 
the capacity of the water heater. 
To be assured of trouble-free 
performance 
of all 
shower 
equipment, homeowners should 
be sure it is installed only un­ 
der the supervision of an ex­ 
perienced plumbing contractor.
